to perform. | | 
For the Duty of Humiliation, whether 
we conſider it as it reſpects God, or as it 
hasa Relation to our own ſelves, is in the 
Effects of it fo full of Divine Comfort, that 
however the Ads of it may ſeem Afflictive 
or Trqubleſome, JE may we reaſonably 
expect the Iſſue of it to be Joy and Peace 
in the Lord. Fac. 

For in reſpect of God Almighty there is 
not any one ſingle Duty of Religion 2177 
1 1 C4 
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can produce ſuch extraordinary Inſtances 
of its prevailing Power with God as this 
can. We may remember a wicked Vizive, 
and an Abab more wicked than the whole 
City, though they had Sinn'd in all ap- 
pearance beyond Mercy, could yet. by this 
one Duty of Humiliation, be able to wreſt 
Divine Vengeance out of God's Hands, 
when he ſeem'd Irrevocably to have pro- 
nounced it againſt them. x a. 
In relation to our ſelves, when we. con- 
ſider that the great End of Chriſtianity is to 
Elevate and Improve our Nature (as far 
as Fleſh and Blood is capable) to that 
Perfection, we hope more perfectly to en- 
joy in another State, Where even our Bo- 
dies ſhall ariſe Spiritual Bodies, there is 
no Duty can better recommend it ſelf to 
us than this of Humiliation, which is re- 
preſented to us as that which Subdues, 
Kills, and Crucifies thoſe rebellious, ſlaviſh 
Luſts and Corruptions, which are the only 
Hindrances to us in our Endeavours after 
that Perfection. e Q3-4 27 U- 
Since therefore theſe Inſtances ſeem pur- 
poſely recorded by God Almighty for our 
Encouragement to this Duty, and "theſe 
Advantages. may be ſenſibly Experimen- 
ted by every Devout Chriſtian in the Ex- 
erciſe of it, I ſhall endeavour upon this 
Occaſion to ſheẽ yous' 2 5 EH

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. Secondly, The particular Ends and Rea- 
ſons for our Exerciſe of it at this time. 

The Foundation of the Duty of Humi- 
liation is built upon the Suppoſition of 
God Almighty's Over - ruling and All- direct- 
ing Providence; we therefore humble our 
ſelves, that our Sins and Offences againſt 
God may not become an Obſtacle to thoſe 
Influential Bleſſings we expect from it. 
The Subject Matter of this Humiliation is 
fully expreſſed in the Words of the Text, 
for all eur Offences are diſcover'd either in 
Word or Deed. Therefore he who knows 
how: io refrain bis Tongue from Evil, and his 

Lips that they ſpeak no Guile, He who can 
eſchew evil things, and do good ones. He is 
the Man who truly loves life, may ſee good 
Days, may ſeek for Peace and enſue it. 

The Words are quoted by St. Peter from 
the:34th Pſalm, and as the Expoſitors ob- 
ſerve, the Pſalmiſt there, according to the 
Carnal Diſpenſation of the 2 extends 
them no further than as Rules conducive 
to the Bleſſings and Happineſs of this Life, 
but the Apoſtle enlarges their Comprehen- 
ſion, and makes them the Foundation of 
Happineſs both here and hereafter. Ac- 
cording to this Senſe of them, and as they 
are thus the Matter of our Humiliation, I 
ſhall treat of that Duty.

Hirſ then we muſt con ider. 
The Neceſſity and Advantage of the 
Duty of Humiliation in general. 

The Jens had their Solemn — 3 1 
Times for afflicting their Souls, and hum- 
bling themſelves before God; and their 
Faſts we find were grown into ſuch 
a Superſtition, as ſtood in need of the Re- 
formation of our Saviour; for when the 
Phariſees objected to His Diſciples the Neg- 
le& of this Duty, His Anſwer was, This 
is not the Time of Faſting, Bat the Days 
ſhall come when the Bridegroom ſhall be taken 
from them, and in thoſe Days they ſball Faſt. 
Though therefore our Saviour does not 
give us any politive Precept abſolutely de- 
termining the time, when, yet does he give 
us ſuch Directions for the Exerciſe of this 
Duty, as do plainly inferr a Neceſſity of 
doing it at ſome time or other. Thus, 
Matt. vi. v. 16, 17, 18. When je faſt be nut 
as the Hypocrites of a ſad Countenance, for 
they disfigure their Faces that they may appear 
unto Men to faſt. Verily I ſay unto you. they 
have their Reward, But thouwhen thou faſteſt 
anbint thine Head and waſh thy Face, that 
thou appear not unto Men to faſt but unto thy 
Father which is in fecret, and thy Father which 
ſeeth in ſecret ſhall reward thee openly,

Now 
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Now this plainly ſuppoſes a Neceſſity of 
doing it at ſome time or other, and that Ne- 
ceſſity ariſes from the very Nature of the 
Duty it ſelf, and when rightly comply'd 
with does brings its Advantages along with 
it. So in the fame Chapter our vSaviour's 
Precept for the Duties of Prayer and Almſ- 
giving, contains only ſuitable Directions tor 
the Exerciſe of them, upon the Suppoſition 
of an antecedent Neceſlity, ariſing from the 
very Nature of the Duties themſelves; 
which for inſtance may be thus diſcover'd. 
© From a due Senſe of Humane Indigence, 
joinꝰd with the Conſideration of God's Boun- 
4 and All: ſufficiency, do neceſſarily reſult 
e Duties of Prayer and Almſgiving: For 
what Reaſonable Creature is there who can 
compare his' own Indigence with the All- 
ſufficiency of an Almighty Being, but mult 
neceſſarily become a Suppliant to it! What 
compaſſionate Creature is there who can 
conſider his own Indigence reliev'd by an 
Almighty Bounty, and not think himſelf at 
the ſame time neceſſarily oblig*d, according 
to his Proportion, to derive the fame Boun- 
ty upon the Indigence of another. "ro 
Thus alſo is it, that from a due Senſe of 
our own Sins and Imperfections, join'd 
with the Conſideration of God's Jultice and 
Mercy, does neceſſarily ariſe the Duty of 
Humiliation : For where there can be no 
, . Juſtification 
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Juſtification admitted, as in this Caſe of Sin 
and Imperſection on our fide, and Almigh- 
ty. Juſtice on His, there is nothing can in- 
terpole to ſave the Sinner, but only Submiſ- 
ſion on'the one hand, and Mercy on the 
other. y 42 

Nay ſo abſolutely neceſſary is the Duty 
of Humiliation, upon this one joint Conſide- 
ration of God's Juſtice and our Sin, that it 
is the Ground- Work of that Reconciliation 
which our Saviour wrought for us.” The 
very Foundation of His Mediatorial King- 
dom. For He was forc'd to make ſubmiſ- 
fion for us, beſorè He could be admitted our 
Mediator; He humbled Himſelf with Fa- 
fting, Weeping, and Praying. He hum- 
bled Himſelf with all the Auſterities of a 
ſevere Life; He humbled Himſelf for us 
Miſerable Sinners unto Death, nay even 
unto the Death of the Croſs. 41.95: 
If then the. Doctrine of Humiliation 
in its general Principle, às it imports a 
Submiſſion to God's Juſtice, and by that 
means an Application to His Mercy, Was 
thus neceſſary to the great Work of an 
Univerſal Reconciliation between Sinful 
Mankind, and an Offended Juſt God D 


much more mult it and all the Acts of it 


become all our Concern, in the Application 
of that Univerfal Redemption to our ſelves. 
This may be ſufficient to ſhew us tlie 


high Neceſſity of this Duty, and withal 


that 
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that the great Advantage we ate to e:pect 
rom it, mult depend upon the ſubmiſſive 
Part of it: For if we ſhould, as ſome do, 
advance. voluntary Afflictions as adæquate 
Penalties to our Demerits, and thereby 
think to make our ſelves our own Judges; 
in this Caſe we not only Affront the In- 
finity of God's Juſtice, but: do deſpife allo 
thoſe Merits of our Saviour, 'which when 
the Sinful Creature was uncapable of doing, 
came in to make a Satisfaction for us. | 
It is not therefore the afflictive, but the 
ſubmithve Part of this Duty which gives us 
the Advantage of it, and that we may the 
better know what that Submiſſion is, we 
mult Conſider ; that the State of Man fallen 
under Sin, is generally repreſented through- 
out the whole Scriptures under the Chara- 
cter of Rebellion, which in its Notion im- 

lies not only a Detection from our Duty, 

ut an Oppoſition too to that Power, to 
which we ought to have ſubmitted. 

By this Means we become Guilty not on- 
ly of the Omiſſion of our Duty, but of grie- 
vous Commiſſions alſo. This Guilt makes us 
become obnoxious to Juſtice, which when 
we find to be Omnipotent, we are caſily 
made ſenſible, that we can no more with- 
ſtand than we can avoid it. Under this Con- 
dition an eaſy conſideration will repreſent to 
us, the heinouſneſs of our paſt Sins, and the 
greatneſs of the Danger we are led into by 
them. B 2 It 
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If then there be any Ingenuity on the one 
Side, or any Senſe of Danger on the other, 
either one, or both of theſe Principles, muſt 
lead us into ſuch an afflictive Sorrow for our 
pait Offences as will caſt us low at the Feet 
of Mercy. They will make us with the re- 
turning Profligal ſay, Father I have Sinned 
againſt Heaven, and againſt Thee, and am 
no more worthy to be call'd thy Son, but 
yet give me leave to be thy Servant (till, 
thoꝰ one of the meaneſt of thy Hired Ser- 
vants. And if thisSorrow be Real andSincere, 
it will naturally lead us into ſuch an me 
Reſolution, as will make us eſchew the Evils 
paſs'd, and produce in us à real Converſion 
unto God, and Goodneſs. It will convince 
us, that *tis abſolutely Neceſſary we ſhould 
ſubmit our ſelves. to that Power Which we 
find we cannot with Security, nay with 
impunity Affront. 7 £4106 e nile 
This therefore is that. Submiſſion which 
the Duty of Humiliation aught to bring us 
to, and theſe the Means by which it mult 
be compaivd. Were we indeed to deal 
with Juſtice only, the Franknets of a Con- 
tefton would be fo far from acquitting, that 
it would rather enhance our Guilt and 
haſten our Condemnation ; but with the 
Lord there is Mercy, therefore {hall He be 
fcar'd. Jultice- may be a Dread and Terror 
to us, but Mercy, turns it into an Awiul 
aud Reverential- Fear. 3£3TY 
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We know that God | Almighty, in Hi* 
Nature is a Placable Being, and we can- 
not conſider Him under that relative No- 
tion of a Creator; much leſs as a Redeemer, 
without conſidering at the ſame time that 
comfortable Tie between them, his Divine 
Philanthrophy, his Kindneſs to his Crea- 
ture. 05. Hit - ,& T1904 * 
Though therefore we have Sinn'd, yet 
we may conſider we have an Advocate 
with the Father even Jeſus Chriſt the 
Righteous, and He is the Propitiation for 
our Sins, the univerſal Satisfaction of that 
Lamb flain from the Foundation of the 
World, is our only Safe-guard againſt Al- 
mighty Juſtice, and the continual Interceſſi- 
on of that Advocate recommends our ſub- 
miſſion, when ſincere, to God's Mercy; 
Thus is it that the ſubmiſſive Part of eh 
Duty of Humiliation, and that only, be- 
comes acceptable to God Almighty. And 
we have great Reaſon to think the Duty 
Advantageous to us, when we find this 
light Affliction, for a ſeaſon, is thus able to 
procure for us an exceeding and eternal 
Wat of Glory. But again, |

only neceſlary tor, and advantageous to us, 
as it is a Submiſſion to God's Juſtice, and 
by that Means an Application to His Mer- 
cy. But is alſo further Neceſſary for us 
and Advantageous to us, as it is the beſt

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Guard we can have upon our ſelves againſt 
future Sins; and conſequently againſt future 
Provocations. AT hing 300 
For if we conſider, that the Breach of 
our firſt Covenant ' aroſe from the Neg- 
lect of that Guard, which ought to have 
ſecur'd our Souls againſt the Motions of 
the lower Faculties, which could then on- 
ly Sollicit but do now ſeem to Com- 
mand, we cannot certainly but think it 
highly Neceſſary to redouble our Cares 
now, to ſet a ſtrict Watch upon our 
ſelves, to —_ every Motion of the Fleſh, 
and to reject even many Innocent Grati- 
fications, rather than admit one which may 
again Betray us into the Breach” of our 
Covenant. e eee e ee e 
This is the Foundation of that Dut 
Which we call Mortification, which is muc 
miſtaken by thoſe who think it a Penance 
for paſt Sins, for that muſt be Inflicted 
by God alone, who is our only Judge, bur 
yet I think we may well account it, the 
beſt recommendation we have, throug 
the Merits of Chriſt, to God's Mercy tor 
our Sins paſt, and the belt Guard we can 


have upon our ſelves againſt the Commiſ- 
ſion of them for the future. 
For Self-denial, a great Ingredient of it, 
1s, the moſt reaſonable and prudent Rule 
we can walk by; the Boundaries of Good 
and Evil lie very near, and he who al- 
| 4 lows 
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lows himſelf in all the Liberty that he 
thinks Innocent, walks upon a dangerous 
Precipice, where the leaſt {lip may throw 
him into irrecoverable Ruin. He who 
advances to the utmott limits of What is 
Lawtul, ought to conſider that the next 
Step carries him beyond his Line, and if 
he duly weigh the Hazard of the Combat, 
as St. Paul always deſcribes it between 
the Fleſh and the Spirit, he will find the 
Enemy ſo Powerful, ſo Cunning, that a 
little Prudence will eaſily direct him to à 
caucious and wary Retreat, as his only 
Guard and Securit 7. 
In ͤ this Poſture of Defence while he 
does not. ſuffer the Adverſary to approach 
too near him, he may cafily Countermine 
che ce capxce; the ſubtle and powerful 
Inſinuations of the Fleſh, with its Luſts 
and Affections. He will be free from all 
that Hurry and Diſturbance of Mind, 
Which growing Pa ſſions are apt to throw 
4 a this — — — 
er'd. Capable of Judging thi iſtinckly, 
he may at that e . — that to 
be a Vice, which a nearer approach might 
have put upon him under other Colours. 
Thus Neceſſary is the Duty of Humib- 
ation in Relation to our ſelves, and the Ad · 
vantage of it here muſt ariſe wholly from 
the afflictive Part of it, for if we will be 
Chrifts we muſt. Crucifie the Fleſh with its 
„141 Affections 
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Affections and Luſts, as St. Paul tells us 
in an elegant and expreſſive Metaphor, for 
the Puniſhment of Crucifixion was by the 
Ancient Romans appropriated to their Slaves, 
and then Free when they were Rebel - 
lious or Diſobedient, which is the very Caſe 
of that Struggle between the Fleſh and the 
Spirit. © 7 | 
Thus St. James ch. iv. v. 1. From whence 
come Wars and Fightings among you? 
Come they not hence even from your Luſts 
that War in your Members. Now this War 
is an open Rebellion, for as the whole 
Sublunary World, was ſubmitted to the 
Authority of the only rational Creature 
Man. 80 likewiſe was the Government of 
himſelt committed ro the Power of that 
Faculty, which alone is capable of Rule and 
Government, as being that only which 
can judge and Determine, between Con- 
venient and Inconvenient, between Good 
and Evil. The other Faculties ot Man 
therefore muſt by the End and Deſign of 
their Creation be intended for the ſubordi- 
nate Service and Miniſtry of this. 
When we find therefore the Seat of Em- 
pire chang'd, and Sin reigning in our Mortal 
Body, When the Lam 8 embers has ſo 
ſuccesfully manag'd War againſt the Lam of 
the Mind, as to bring it into Captivity to the 
Law of Sin, we may then; if we can reflect, 
eaſily diſcover a great Diſorder in our Na- 
5 N | | ture. 
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ture, The Mind may ſtill pretend to the 
Freedom of its Will, but Captives muſt 
Obey their Maſters, and this, as moſt Re- 
bellions do when Proſperous, proves an in- 
ſupportable Tyranny. 

Onder this Condition we have no other 
Method left to retrieve our ſelves by, 
but only as *tis Story'd of ſome of Old, 
to march againſt our Uſurping Slaves with 
Whips, and if no Aſſaults can force them, 
if no Terms of Capitulation will oblige 
them to ſurrender, there is no other Way 
left but to Starve the Enemy. 1110 101 
And this indeed is the only End and 
Deſign of thoſe ſeverer Acts of Mortifica- 
tion, to keep under that Body of Sin, which 
is thus apt to grow Rebellious, and bring 
it into Subjection: For if Jeſhurun wax fat 
he will kick, if he be cover d with Fatntſs be 
will forſake the God that made him, and lig hil 
efteem the Rock of his Salvation, and there- 
ore he muſt be burnt with Hunger, as we 
fn e een enn e 

The Duty of Faſting has been call'd by 
ſome The Life of Angels, and the Reaſon I 
ſuppoſe, is, becauſe it puts us upon thoſe Su- 
blime Contemplations, which are the conti- 
nual Employment of thoſe Glorious Beings, 
and does in ſome meaſure even ſpiritualize 
the Body; for it makes it become What it 
ought to be, a juſt Aſſiſtant to the Soul : 


And when both of them move in that regu-

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lar and uniform Order, nh was deſign'd 
them by their Creator, they raus. 
beauteous Fabrick as is indeed fit to be 
the Temple of the Holy Ghost: And When 
we are provided of ſuch a Gueſt, We ma 
rea ſonably think our ſelves ſecure againſt al 
the Aſſaults of Sin, the Provocations of it, 
or the Judgments tor it. But thus much of 
the Neceſſity and Advantage of the Duty of 
Humiliation in general, proceed we next to

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Peace, Unity, and Concord, are ſuch 
Bleſſings to a Nation, that where they are, 
there cannot well be any thing wanting to 
the compleat Happiness of the Publick ; 
they are the daily Subject of our Publick 
Prayers, and rar conſequently to. be the 
common Endeavour of us all, if we would 
love Life, if we would ſee God Days, we mut 
This is the Character of the Good Man in 
the Text, and the Expreſſion is ſtrong and 
forcible ; for the Word Ace here us'd has 
a double Import, it ſignifies both to purſue 
and perſecute, and ſeems to intimate that 
the Purſuit of ſuch a Bleſſing as Peace is, 
may be ſufficient to juſtify even ſome kind of 
Violence for the Accompliſhment of it. 
Tis true indeed a Juſt and Honourable 
War, ſuch as we are at preſent engag'd in, 
is not Evil in it ſelf, and therefore not to be 
accounted amongſt thoſe Judgments, which 


by qourfſincere Humiliation we are to depre- 


cate and avert. This is whatour Enemies 


have to fear, whoſe ambitious and inju- 


rious Encroachments have given us the 
Honourable Occaſion of juſtly vindicating 
the injur'd Liberties of Mankind. 1 
For ſuch is the Prerogative of Soveraign 
Princes, that having no Superior upon 
Earth, no Common Bar of Juſtice here, to 
decide and determine the Diſputes and Quar- 


rels Which may ariſe amongſt them; the 


Sword 
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Sword alone, as being a kind of Appeal to 
the God of Hoſts for the Juſtice of their 
Cauſe, is the only Court. of Equity they 
can have, And this makes the Blood and Ra- 
pine of War, not only neceflary for the Sol- 
dier but his Duty too, in defence of the 
Honour of his Prince and Country. 
This is the Cauſe we are cagag'd in, and 
I doubt not, 'tis the Juſtice of it join'd 
with the Exemplary Piety of our Sove- 
raign, that has given us ſo many fair Occas 
ſions of being thankful for our great Succeſ- 
ſes init. But yet how Honourable ſoever a 
Juſt War may be, a long protracted War, 
though it reſts upon never ſo juſt a Baſis, 
may be well accounted a very ſevere Cala- 
mity to a Nation. For the neceſſary Ex- 
peace both of Blood and Treaſure requir'd 
in Oae Year for the Support of ſuch an uni- 
verſal and extenſive War, is more than can 
be naturally repair'd in the compaſs of ma- 
ny; and therefore if every Year brings its 
Impoveriſhment along with it, the Protra- 
Etion of ir for many Years, muſt neceſlarily 
improve the gradual Decay into utter Ruin. 
This ought to put us in mind of that 
Wiſe Parable in the Goſpel, Lake xiv; 31. 
What Ring going to make war againit another 
"Kine, fitteth ot down firit and conſulteth, 
whether he'be kble with Jen Thouſand, to meet 
him that cometh againit him with 1wenty Thou- 
Fand. Or elſe. while the other is yet a great way 
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off, he ſendeth an Embaſſage and deſireth Condi- 


tions of Peace. 


I vould not be thought to offer this in de- 


rogation to, either the Juſtice of our Cauſe, 
or the Strength and Wealth of our Coun- 


try: The cheerful and early Duty this Ho- 


nourable Body have already paid their So- 
veraign, forbid the Thought of it. The 
Enemy has found, and if he continues ſo, 
may ſtill find the Weight and Force of both. 
And therefore the Embaſſadors are ſent by 
im. | 

When therefore we have the Honourable 
Opportunity of accepting Terms, of giving 
Peace, we may ſeem to neglect the great 
Deſigns of Providence for our Good, if we 
do not en and ſincerely join our Pray- 
ers and Supplications for a Bleſſing upon 
thoſe Councils, which muſt remove trom us 
the Calamities of War, and reſtore to us 
the Bleſſings of Peace. . | 

The 465 ws OE them is confeſs'd 
on all hands, the Calamity of War is what 
we have long groan'd under, and is now 
become ſuch a Burthen to us, that even 
Late Poſterity will find the Preſſure of it. 
Peace alone is the only Soveraign Remedy 
that can cure the Evil, nor will that it ſelf 
be able to ſurmount the Chronical Malig- 
nity, unleſs it be both Honourable and La- 


ſting. 


Since 
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Since therefore we are this Day call'd up- 
on to make aur peace with Heaven, in or- 
der to beg a Bleſſing upon Her Majeſty's 
Confultations for this univerſally defir'd 
Peace upon Earth ; let the Duty of the Day 
anſwer the Deſign of it; let our Humiliation 
be ſo honeſt and ſincere, as to correct in us 
whatever we have thus occaſion to be hum- 
bled for. Let us ſubdue thoſe Luſts 
which war in our Members, and cauſe 
Wars and Fightings among our ſelves. Let 
all Diviſions and reproachful Diſcrimina- 
tions of Parties ceaſe among us. Let us not 
faſt for Strife and Contention, and then our 
Vaited Prayers will aſcend to Heaven with 
greater Force. We may then the more 
reaſonably ' expect that the God of Peace 
will hear and aſſiſt us, and ſcatter thoſe if 
any fuch there be, who delight in War. 
May we then ſo perform the preſent Du- 
ty, that the God of Peace may accept it ar 
our hands, may He ſobleſs both Her Maje- 
ſty's Arms and Councils, with thoſe of her 
Allies, that the Succeſs of them may finally 
end in a Faſting and Honourable Peace. 
May He pleafe to grant our Gracious Sove- 
raign many good Days of Laſting Peace and 
Honour here, and may He late reward her 
Piety with Everlaſting Peace hereatter.
